The Impact of Domestic Violence on the Family

relationships even among non-abusive family members. Abusers often target these 
relationships, particularly those between children and the non-offending parent, as a 
way to exert additional control over their victims. This training will explore the 
dynamics of domestic violence within family systems and how service providers can 
help to strengthen and promote healthy family relationships.

The strategy applies focused 
deterrence, with the ability to focus on offenders at earlier stages of offending before 
the violence escalates. OFDVI has resulted in lowered recidivism rates and IPV 
homicides in High Point.
